A. Thomas, assistant professor of 
speech. The play concerns a hus- 
band who becomes tired of the 
manner in which his family treats 
him. Al Ursuery plays the hus- 
band, Harriet Penner portrays the 
wife, Mable Dingle is the grand- 
mother, and Esther Hargrove 
plays the daughter. 

Black Drape, the second play, 
was written by SSC student, Niels 
Grant, Jr. and is directed by 
Harry Leisk. The plot concerns 
an ugly singer who uses his 
brother as a front. Cast members 
are: Barbara Thornhill, as the 
wife, Dick Gregory as the singer, 
and Dave Clegg as the handsome 
brother. 

The third play, Helena’s Hus- 
band, written by Phillip Moeller, 
is under the direction of Sher- 
wood Silva. The play is a his- 
torical comedy based on Helen 
of Troy. The cast includes Aus- 
tin Nelson as the king, Gail Blod- 
gett as Helen of Troy, London 
Green as Paris, Chuck Walker 
as the king's librarian, and Adri-

Justices Fling 
Remarks Over 
Sturgeon Talk 





Counter Claims 
Arise Over Board 


A flurry of dissenting remarks 
by members of the Board of 
Justice resulted when Don Sturg- 
eon, attorney general, remarked 
that stronger action 
might have been prescribed by 
the board for the 20 campus or- 
ganizations that violated ASSSC 
policies. 

For not submitting member. 
ship lists as required in the poli- 
cies, the organizations main- 
tained questionable status on 
campus. After presenting his case, 
the board did not arrive at a de- 
cision but rather, according te 
Sturgeon, prescribed punitive ac- 
tion by sending letters of reprie 
mand,

Attensance Poor 

Sturgeon added that attend- 
ance at board meetings have been 
poor, with the exception of Doug 
Decker and Tim Cavanagh, as- 
sociate justices. As many as 25 
actions against organ/ations have 
been pending due to the absence 


of Pat Lawler, chief justice, ac- 
cording to Sturgeon. He ¢ ted the 
board for not keeping records 


- of past proceedings 


In answer to Sturgeon’s re

Charges Leveled 
At Dick Griffin 


Charges of ASSSC Policy and 
Election Code violations will be 
brought against Dick Griffin, co- 
ordinator of elections, at a meet- 
ing of the ASSSC Board of 
Justice Tuesday at 8:30 p.m. im 
Douglass hall 106. 

Attorney General Don Sturgeon 
has alleged that Griffin nas vio- 
lated a provision of the revised 
election code which called for 
publicity on the campus wide gen- 
eral election of April 24. In a 
letter to Griffin, Sturgeon states 
that “Neither the special election 
on the ASSSC By-Laws, or Fri- 
day's student body election was 
publicized, this resulted in two 
of the poorest turnouts on record. 
I believe that you will agree that 
this is a most serious offense.” 

Other charges pertain to the 
pictures of the presidential can- 
didates which Griffin did not get 
“up until shortly before the bal- 
loting’”’ and the attendance of a 
faculty advisor at the Elections 
Board meetings. Sturgeon has 
stated that Griffin has “failed to 
notify the faculty member of 
your meetings.” 

Apparently, Griffin has been 
given two alternatives with re- 
gard to the matters: 1) he may 
resign his position or 2) he may

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Council Votes 
Reactivation of Club 


Student Council this week voted to approve the reac- 
tivation of the Christian Science organization. The group 
was deactivated last semester at its own request, for lack 


of membership. 

The stipulation made at the 
time was that the organizaton 
might be reactivated at any time, 
egain ai its own request. That re- 
quest came in February. 

The Council also passed an ex- 
ception to the ASSSC By-Laws 
to allow Psi Chi, psychology hon- 
of society, to elect faculty mem- 
bers to club offices. ‘his is a 
move made necessary by the cur- 
rently limited membership, and 
will be discontinued when student 
membership is built up sufficient- 


Dick Hughes moved that John 
Krier's title be changed fron 
Student Association Manager to 
Graduate Manager, which he felt 
would be more in keeping with 
state college procedures. 

Krier pointed out that that ttle 
implied jurisdiction over the bouk- 
siore And food services, which he 
would not have simply with the 
qghanging of his ttle. 

Nancy Marsha!) added that the 
new title might be a good wea, 
because possibly some colleges 
haa student body offices bearing 
the utile of Student Assomation 
Deanager 

The new title was passed, but 
after further business and dis 
cussion, Hughes moved to recan- 
auler the motion. Another vote 
was taken, and the ttle change 
was defeated and removed from 
the minutes 

Business carried over until next 
week included (1) a request by 
Deon Sturgeon, attorney general, 
that nck Griffin, coordinator of 
elections, be removed from office 
because of ASSSC policy viola

Expanding Campus 


Foresees Changes 


Sacramento State College, 1970: what will it look like? 

According to information received from the office of 
Dr. F. Blair Mayne, executive dean of the college, tentative 
plans, subject to necessary change, are already under way 
regarding the SSC campus of the future. A building master 
plan showing the physical plant facilities needed for a stu- 
dent body of 10,000 full-time students has been developed 
and is being used as a guide toc current and future building 


programs. 

It is estimated that by 1970, the 
college should have 12,000 to 15,- 
000 regular and limited students, 
with an estimated 7,000 to 8,000 
of these going to school full time 
The main purpose of the master 
pian is to integrate the construc- 
tion and location of all buildings 
so that there will be room for 
new buildings or expansion of ex- 
isting structures when increased 
enrollments or new instructional 
programs demand them. 

Most of the new buildings, some 
of them three story units, will 
probably be erected on the south 
and southeast of the campus. 
Some building additions wiil also 
be constructed adjacent to exist- 
ing structures. The present mas- 
ter plan, however, does not call 
for any construction in the grassy 
landscaped area bounded by the 
cafeteria, the administration 
building the library, and Douglass 
hall. 

The collegiate of ten years 
hence, strolling through the cam- 
pus, will probably find the library 
extended more toward the gym- 
nasium than at present, and also 
integrated with the administration 
building to the north. The admin- 
istration buiiding may, in turn, 
have an additional wing project- 
ing northward from the front of 
the building toward the student 
heaith center. Also by 1970, the 
entire science area now compris- 
ing the physical science, life sci- 
ence, chemistry, and physics 
buildings, will probably be inte- 
grated into. one single science 
unit 


Necessitated by the growing in- 
flux of students seeking creden- 
tials, the present teacher-educa- 
tion prograin will almost certain- 
ly have to be housed in a larger 
building near the site of the ex- 
isting outdoor theater. The area 
presently occupied by the tempo- 
rary buildings will most likely be 
taken up by another large general 
classroom building. 

Students of the future may still 
have a parking problem, but the 
parking area of their time will 
cover a much larger area. The 
present parking grounds will be 
extended, possibly as far south 
as Folsom boulevard, and will 
furnish parking for spectators at- 
tending athletic events as well as 
for students attending classes in 
buildings to be constructed south 
of the present social science and 
business administration units. 

To the right of SSC's main en- 
trance, an arboretum is being 
planned. Some trees have already 
been planted. Eventually the ar- 
boretum wil! consist of a number 
of rare trees as well as some of 
those more common to the Sac- 
ramento area. The arboretum will 
border the Esplanade and the 
main entrance to the campus. 


Thought for the Day: If you 
bring burt or injury to a person, 
you are lower than your enemy;

Student Loan policies require 
a student to have a 2.0 or higher 
grade point average; be a full- 
time regular student (12 units or 
more); one semester residence at 
Sacramento State College prior 
to obtaining loan. 

Loan Policies 

Loans not exceeding $75 and 
six months in repayment may be 
negotiated on the student's signi- 
ture alone at the discretion of the 
Committee. 

Loans in excess of $75 and /or 
over six months require one co- 
signer and the approval of the 
Committee on Loans, Scholar- 
ships and Awards; if a loan be- 
comes overdue and a request for 
extension has not been made, a 
service charge is assessed. 

The amount depends upon time 
elapsed from the maturity of the 
loan. 


SSC TV Circuit Installed 


Many odd things occur on this 
campus, and some look more odd 
than they really are. Take for in- 
stance the TV antennas which 
have popped up on the education 
building and the student lounge. 

Of course the first impression 
of this is that some one has moved 
in and is making themselves at 
home on campus! But that’s not 
quite the case. The aerial on the 
education building is to provide 
reception for experimental tele- 
vision. 

The television set is in the 
audio-visual center, and accord- 
ing to Billi Van Dyke, head of that 
section, it represents a step to- 
ward the new concept in teach- 
ing, that of using TV aids. It pro- 
vides an opportunity for facuity 
and education majors to experi- 
ment with the techniques of TV 
instruction as an aid to classroom 
lectures. 

In addition to receiving pro 
grams from the networks and the 
new educational channel 6, the 
audio visual center has a clised 
circuit system for use by instruc- 
tors. It has proved a valuable aid 
to instructors in lab use. Partic- 
warly in demonstrating tech- 
niques where close watching is 
necessary. 

The TV antenna on the student 
lounge has a very simple expla- 
nation: its not for student offi- 
cers to sit and watch TV but its 
for the use of the student body 
in general! There is a TV set in 
the lounge which can be used by 
persons during the day.

the mile in 3:265 

Chico State lost to the Mus- 
tangs of Davis, 51'%-79%, in a 
dual meet measured on the same 
performances as the triangular. 

Hornet Head Coach Harvey 
Roloff told his boys earlier this 
week that with top efforts from 
all performers, SSC had a fairly 
good chance to take top honors. 
For possibly the first time this 
season, the entire squad is ex- 
pected to be on hand to help out. 
Also in the running, and for the 
first time this season, will be 
Ernie Neveu, an 38) performer. 

The Hornets figure as the 
strongest team in the conference 
in the distances. Humboldt State 
College, the only FWC squad to 
defeat the Hornets earlier this 
season, is generally conceded to 
be the top strength in the field 
events.

Necessarily Free 


Committee action in the California State Legislature 
last night held the fate of the mandatory parking fee as it 
pertains to the state colleges, Contrary to The Hornet edi- 
torial of last week, the issue is not definitely settled, at 
least up to last night’s committee meeting. 

There is a phase of the issue over the $3 and $5 month- 
ly mandatory fees which was touched on only lightly last 
week and which warrants considerable elaboration. This 
phase pertains to the avowed adherence to the policy of free 
education in the state as it specifically relates to the future 
of higher education in the state. 

Colleges have been and are being established in Cali- 
fornia by the California public through their representatives 
in order that any and all persons may receive academic and 
occupational training, if they can qualify intellectually and 
acholastically. This philosophy necessarily implies that this 
educational opportunity be brought financially within reach 
of any and all persons in the state who meet entrance re- 
quirements. 

If this philosophy is going to be and remain a reality, 
assessed costs for college admittance and attendance should 
be kept in the immediate proximity of $0.00. 

This means that any increase in assessed expenses, 
whether it be $3 a month or $3 a semester, is too much for 
two reasons: 1) any increase might in fact be enough to 
cause a student or students to drop out of college or fail 
to enter in the first place, and 2) any increase means a 
step in the direction of substantial tuition, service or at- 
tendance fees. 

The latter of the two points is extremely crucial when 
one considers the almost overwhelming increases in enroll- 
ment which are being made now and will be made in the 
near future in the state colleges. More than 80,000 students 
received training in the California state colleges during the 
fall semester of 1958 and the number is expected to in- 
erease by three or four times by 1970. 

The expense of accommodating these students will be, 
to put it mildly, terrific. If the trend is established now to 
charge students for certain necessary college expenses, of 
which parking is one, there is no reason to expect that the 
upward revision of fee payments will cease. If the trend is 
started it will undoubtedly mirror the proverbial rolling 
snowball. 

There is no question that a free college education is 


right and necessary, thus the beginning of a trend, repre- 
@ented by the parking fee, must be killed before it starts. 


Who's Wrong? 


The charges and counter charges, at least by implica- 
tion, which are presented on the front page of The Hornet 
concerning that little known guardian of the students rights, 
the Board of Justice, leads one to the conclusion that at 
best there has been a complete break down in communica- 
tion between the board and the Attorney General. 

There are, however, several questions which are still 
unanswered concerning the Attorney General's and the 
board’s actions which warrant some investigation by the 
Student Council. They are: 

1) Is there an undo amount of control or influence 
being exercised by the administration over the action of 
the Board of Justice? Indications are that there is at least 
some. 

2) Has the Attorney General referred to the board 
all those matters which should have come to their atten- 
tion? 

3) Why has the board failed to notify its faculty spon- 
sor of all meetings? This is one of the same matters for 
which Dick Griffin is being brought before the board. 

4) Has the board been unduly lenient toward By-Law 
and Policy offenders? There are some indications that the 
board has been afraid of stepping on toes. 

The very existence and effectiveness of the Board of 
Justice and the Attorney General are wrapped up in the 
answer to these questions. 


SLFD Worthwhile 


The annual Student Loan Fund Drive, slated for next 
week, represents one of the finest and most worthwhile 
contributions which students can make toward education. 

The fund each year assista literally hundreds of stu- 
dents over those financial rough spots. In many cases this 
means that students who financially have an easy road 
to travel help students who are scraping bottom to cover 
the mounting expenses of college attendance.

During the current session of 
the California Legislature, a bud- 
get item establishing uniform 
parking fees at the twelve Cali- 
fornia State Colleges has been 
submitted for consideration. 

The suggested parking fees are 
to be assessed at the rate of 
three dollars per month for a 
general parking permit and five 
dollars per month for reserved 
space. These fees would apply to 
faculty administration as well as 
the members of the student body. 

Under the auspices of our stu- 
dent government, we of Sacra- 
mento State College have organ- 
ized to protest this proposal 
strongly. The segment of it which 
we do support is the underlying 
premise that fees in general ought 
to be uniform throughout the 
State Colleges. The argument has 
been made that only students and 
faculty attending State Colleges 
in the centers of large urban 
areas (Sacramento State is not 
among these) should pay parking 
fees, since these are the areas 
which require additional multi- 
tiered parking facilities. While 
this argument would help our 
pocketbooks, we cannot ethically 
support a system of differential 
fees within the State College 
system 

Our objections to the proposal 
are much more basic. Tuition at 
the State Colleges is to be raised 
next year from forty-four to 
sixty-five dollars; to this fifty 
percent increase it is proposed 
that another charge of at least 
thirty dollars be added, Thus is 
being eaten away, a free educa- 
tion system of which Californians 
can well be, proud. From a reta- 
tively modest registration fee we 
are progressing to-an enlarged 
system of fees which will place 
a great burden upon many of our 
better students. The proposal is 
bad enough; the trend is painful 
to consider. All these increases 
are being made at a time when 
our society is in dire need of the 
trained and educated people pro- 
vided by our State Colleges. This 
is obviously a time not for an in- 
crease in fees, but for an increase 
in the state scholarship fund. 

The argument has been put 
forth that by instituting a charge 
to automobile owners, only the 
well-to-do students will be 
charged. This argument appears 
quite just and logical under the 
old conception of the automobile 
as a luxury item. To support this 
concept currently requires a vast 
ignorance of the present situa- 
tion at the State Colleges. Sac- 
ramento State College is a good 
case in point. The transportation

In the past years at SSC, the 
students, themselves, have raised 
half (approximately $1,000) of 
the money given each year to 
the Student n Fund Drive. 
This money has been raised by 
an annual drive, which this year 
is taking place on May 11-16. The 
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Student Loan Fund has met the 
needs of many students. 

Last year alone two hundred 
and ninety-six. students were 
fited by this fund, totaling an 
an amount of $17,069.50 given out 
in loans. Next year with the 
growing enrollment, the need is 
expected to rise to $21,000 mak- 
ing it necessary for SLFD to 
raise approximately $4,000. The 
purpose of this fund is to heip 
a student in an emergency. He 
may borrow the money he needa, 
interest free! If he can not pay 
his debt back as fast as he had 
thought, he may simply extend 
payments to any reasonable 
length of time. In addition to 
this, there is expected to be an 
added purpose to this fund: that 
is the practice of using the mon- 
ey in the SLF to match money 
from the Federal Government, 
I refer to the National Defense 
Education Act of 1958 (NDA). 
In this act the Federal Govern- 
ment has said that it will match 
every $1,000 with $8,000, or 
eight-ninths of the money to be 
used in loans. The NDA will 
make it possible for many peopl« 
to attend college who wouldn't 
otherwise have had the oppor- 
tunity to do so. 

In this act the Federal Govern. 
ment is willing to finance a stu- 
dent corpletely through sc :ool, 
Repayment from that student will 
not begin until one year ai‘er 
he ceases to be a full-time s «- 
dent. In addition he will have 
up to ten years to make his re- 
payment. 

No interest accrues prior to 
the beginning of the repayment 
schedule (the interest rate will 
be 3 per cent a year on the un- 
paid balance). However, the Stu- 
dent Loan Fund ‘hich may be 
used to match ‘ae Federal Gov- 
ernment's money will continue, 
as in the past, to be used as an 
interest-free, emergency fund for 
the SSC students 

The money in the SLF seems 
the most logical of choices to 
match that of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The National Defense 
Education Act of 1958 merely 
makes it doubly necessary for 
the SLFD to be a successful one 
this year
